REIGN OF MOB 
LAW. AT AN END 


Akron Breathes Freely and 
Is Counting the Cost. 


RIOTERS ARE TO BE ARRESTED. 


MILITIA WILL REMAIN ON 


GUARD FOR SOME DAYS. 


Fears Are Entertained That Arrests of 
Mob Leaders May Be Followed by 
More Violence. 


Special to the Post-Diapatch. 

AKRON, O., Aug. 24.—Akron brea} ..* eas- 
fer today. The reign of mob law seems to 
be at an end. 

Many of those who took part in the work 
of the mob, which at times was as appall- 
ing as that of the Paris Commune, have re- 
gained their judgment and deplore the 
calamity that has befallen the city. 

There was no trouble of any kind in the 
city during the night. The streets were de- 
serted except by soldiers, who patrolled all 
the thoroughfares in the business section. 

Arrests will be made today of those who 
took part in the riot. The authorities have 
secured the names of about 30 of the rioters 
and will undoubtedly take into custody 
Some of the leaders of the mob before 
night. 

The Fourth and Eighth Regiments will 
be held here for several days, the mayor 
fearing that the friends of the men taken 
into custody today may attempt to rescue 
them if a large force is not on hand to 
guard the prisoners. 

Little Rhoda Davidson, who is supposed 
to be fatally injured, is still alive. The in- 
jured firemen, citizens and policeman may 
all recover, but some of them will be 
maimed for life. 

The greatest loss to the city is the de- 
struction of the records. The entire prop- 
erty loss is fully $200,000. 

There was no excuse for the mob's work. 
The negro, Peck, who had assaulted little 
Christine Hoss, was in jail, and there was 
no room for suspicion that he would not

The mob was peculiar in many respects. 
In its first stages it seemed to be leaderless. 
but in the second and third attacks on the 
jail the crowd followed the directions of 
two or three men, who ruled them as a 
as does an army.

Congress, is |composed of delegates from 
the vereins. 

Mr. Vach was the delegate from his verein 
to the bund which met in Akron, O., this 
week. He will return with the other St. 
Louis delegates Friday.
